Strange, 
that Great Britain should not possess one palace 
for the reception of its Sovereign which should ba 
both convenient to its royal occupants, and, at the 
same time, respectable to the country.

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have recourse to the services of the union surgeons, 
there is not likely to be found those comforts and 
appliances which ought to attend a surgical opera- 
tion, and which are provided in the workhouse. 

A certain union surgeon, being called upon to 
amputate a patient’s arm, found himself in this 
difficulty. If he performed the operation in the 
patient’s own residence, the latter was likely to 
suffer from want of proper appliances. If, on the 
other hand, he performed it in the workhouse, he 
lost his £5, which, with a salary of £15, or even 
£30, was no small consideration. To his honour be 
it recorded, he threw aside his own interests, sacri- 
ficing them to his patient’s security. 

Would every surgeon do that? We believe the 
profession to be as full of high and honourable 
feeling as any other; but are there not men in 
every profession who would not withstand the 
temptation here offered? Why is that source of 
temptation permitted to exist? Is it creditable to 
the Government or the country that it does so? 
It is not; neither is there any charity, or any good 
faith or benevolence, in those who suffer the con- 
tinuance of so deplorable a system, 


FOREIGN SUMMARY. 
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Intelligence from Switzerland is not conclu- 
sive or satisfactory. On the one hand there is a 
report of desertions from the ranks of the Sonder- 
bund; on the other, that the radical volunteers 
were beginning to waver. It was reported in Paris 
on Tuesday that very unfavourable accounts from 
Switzerland had arrived by telegraph. What is 
certain, however, is, that very little hope exists 
that Switzerland will escape that frightful scourge 
—civil war. 

The Journal des Débats publishes the following 
letter, dated Marseilles, 22nd inst. :— 

“The commerce of Leghorn has been seriously 
affected by the failures in London, We learn that five 
mercantile houses in Leghorn have suspended their 
payments. Fortunately for us, the merchants of Mar- 
seilles have been prudent, and have suffered but little 
by those failures. A Marscilles journal announces 
that three of the most extensive houses in Venice 
have been declared bankrupt. Those houses were en- 
gaged in the corn trade, and it is feared that their 
debts are considerable.” 

The funds improved in Paris on Monday. Let- 
ters of Tuesday state that this rise was occasioned 
by rumours that Sir R, Peel was about to join the 
present Ministry, and that the eternal nightmare 
of the Guizot Cabinet (Lord Palmerston) would be 
excluded from it, On Tuesday this report made 
new progress, and occasioned at the opening of the 
Bourse a further improvement. 

By accounts from Madrid, dated the 21st, we 
learn that the Queen- Mother, accompanied by the 
Duke de Rianzares, drove out, for the first time, 
in an open caléche on the 20th, and paid a visit to 
the Countess of Belascoain, the widow of General 
Diego Leon, who was dangerously ill. ‘The Leo 
del Comercio states that the Duke de Montpensier 
was shortly expected at Madrid, and the Clamor 
Publico says that he was to obtain the command of 
the army in Catalonia. 

The Sémaphore de Marseilles of the 23rd instant 
quotes a letter from Rome of the 16th :—‘ On the 
preceding evening,’ it says, “the population, 
grateful for the promulgation of the motu-proprio 
instituting a council of state, proceeded in a mass 
to the Quirinal to compliment the Pope on that 
important reform. The manifestation passed off 
with the usual order and enthusiasm. On this 
occasion, however, there were several banners, on 
which were written in large letters the names of 
each province. Each banner represented its pro- 
vince, and was crowned with laurel leaves and 
white dahlia flowers. 'These were surmounted by 
a larger standard, bearing this inscription—* Con- 
sulta di stato concessa dal immortale Pio IX,, il 
15 Octobre, 1847.’ The standards of Bologna and 
Rome were on the right and left. That of Ferrara 
came last, surrounded by Pontifical flags, ad- 
vancing amidst lighted wax tapers, and preceded 
by the band of the firemen, ‘The procession re- 
paired in that order to the Quirinal; but, on reach- 
ing the square, the banner representing Ferrara 
took the lead, and advanced under the balcony, on 
which the Pope came forward to confer his bene- 
diction on the people. Its bearer then waved the 
banner, and cried with a stentorian voice, ‘Holy 
Father, deliver me from the grasp of foreigners.’ 
A loud acclamation arose from the crowd, clectri- 
fied by an inyocation recalling to them a signal 
violation of the rights and dignity of the Pope and 
the Romans. ‘The Holy Pontiff, who was himself 
visibly moved, withdrew from the balcony, and the 
crowd separated with as much order and compo- 
sure as if it retired from a church,”

gomery, Lady Louisa Ker, Lady Bateson, Lady 
Macnaghten, andthe Hon. Mrs. Ward. The prac- 
tical working out of the plan has been confided to 
a central committee of sixty ladies, representing 
the families who have been most earnest in their 
support of the institution. The project, it thus 
appears, has been most enthusiastically taken up 
by the ladies of Ulster, and there is no doubt but 
that they will have the gratification of finding their 
beneficent exertions crowned with the most com- 
plete success. ‘The sale, which will, probably, be 
the most brilliant and attractive ever witnessed in 
Ulster, is to take place towards the latter end of 
the year. It will include a large assortment of 
articles of clothing for the poor, baby linen, gentle- 
men’s shirts and collars, socks, gloves, slippers, 
habit-shirts, fancy articles, books, specimens of 
natural history, drawings, &c. Itis impossible for 
us to culogize too highly the motive which has 
inspired so many of the gentler sex with this happy 
idea, and sure we are that a blessing will rest on 
their handiwork.—Belfast News Letter.

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CITY OF MEXICO. 

Recent events in Mexico render it desirable that 
we should place before our readers some slight 
account of that famous city, as well as of those cir- 
cumstances which threaten to fill its streets and 
houses with the horrors of war. According to 
Humboldt, Mexico is “ one of the finest cities ever 
built by Europeans in either hemisphere, With 
the exception of Petersburg, Berlin, Philadelphia, 
and some quarters of Westminster, there does not 
exist a city of the same extent which can be com- 
pared to the capital of New Spain, for the uniform 
level of the ground on which it stands, for the 
regularity and breadth of the streets, and the 
extent of the public places. The architecture is 
generally of a very pure style; and there are even 
edifices of very beautiful structure. The exterior 
of the houses is not loaded with ornament. ‘Two 
sorts of hewn stone (the porous amygdaloid, called 
tetzontli, and especially a porphyry of vitreous feld- 
spar without quartz) give to the Mexican buildings 
an air of solidity, and sometimes of magnificence. 
There are none of those wooden balconies and 
galleries to be seen which disfigure so much all 
the European cities in both the Indies, The balus- 
trades and gates are all of Biscay iron, ornamented 
with bronze; and the houses, instead of roofs, have 
terraces like those in Italy and other southern 
countries. . . . However, it must be agreed that 
it is much less from the grandeur and beauty of 
the public buildings than from the breadth and 
straightness of its streets, and from its uniform 
regularity, its extent, and its position, that the 
capital attracts the admiration of Europeans. | 

The streets, which are perfectly level and straight, 
extend, in many cases to a distance of two miles, 
terminating in a view of the mountains that sur- 
round the valley. In general, the houses are of 
one height, having three stories, each from fifteen 
to twenty feet high. The fronts are painted in 
distemper—white, crimson, brown, or light green ; 
and, owing to the dryness of the atmosphere, retain 
their beauty unimpaired for many years. Some 
have inscriptions upon them, taken from Scripture, 
or stanzas addressed to the Blessed Virgin. Num- 
bers of houses are entirely covered with glazed 
porcelain in a variety of elegant designs and pat- 
terns, often with subjects from sacred history, 
giving the whole a mosaic-like appearance, ‘The 
walls of the great staircases are frequently covered 
in the same manner, and mixed with a profusion 
of gilding, which, in contrast with the blue and 
white porcelain, has really a splendid effect. ‘The 
walls of several of the churches are finished in the 
same manner, 

On the 6th of September, General Scott, com- 
manding the American forces, addressed a letter 
to Santa Anna from Tacubaya, accusing him of 
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having violated several articles of the armistice, 
and one of the charges was that he had not allowed 
the American army to obtain supplies from the city 
of Mexico. General Scott demanded an explana- 
tion, and concludes as follows :— 

“TT hereby formally notify you that, if I do not re- 
ceive the most complete satisfaction on all these points 
before twelve o’clock to-morrow, I shall consider the 
armistice as terminated from that hour.” 

To this letter General Santa Anna replied at 
considerable length, and with great severity. He 
accused General Scott of having violated the terms 
of the armistice, in refusing to allow flour from the 
mills in the vicinity to be brought into the city, 
and says, that the American waggons were driven 
out of the city on account of the objectionable con- 
duct of the officers accompanying them, Santa 
Anna also charges General Scott with having 
sacked the Mexican towns in the vicinity of the 
capital, and robbed and desecrated the churches, 
and stealing and destroying articles held sacred by 
every Mexican, He concludes as follows :— 


_“T flatter myself that your excellency will be con- 
vinced, on calm reflection upon the weight of my rea- 
sons; but if by misfortune y 
pretext to deprive the first city of the American conti- 
nent of an opportunity to free the unarmed population 
of the horrors of war, there will be left me no other 


means of salvation but to repel force by force, with the 
decision and energy 


upon me.” 


On the 7th, General Herrara, as commandant of ¢ Antonio de Leon being wounded, together 


the city of Mexico, addressed the clergy, exhorting 
them to exert all their influence to incite the people 
to arm themselves, and prepare to resist the Ame- 
rican army, 

: General Scott, it seems, did not wait for the 
time fixed upon by Santa Anna (the 9th), but on 
the 8th attacked the Mill del Rey, or King’s Mill, 
in the immediate vicinity of Chapoltepec, and, 
according to the Diario’ del Gobierno and the 
Boletin, published at Alisco, near Puebla, the 
Mexican army was repulsed, after a short conflict, 
in which it lost about 400 men killed, and from 600 
to 700 im wounded, and fell back upon 'Tacubaya. 

The account given by the Boletin represents the 
battle to have been the most bloody and severely 
contested of the whole war. It’ concludes as 
follows :-~ 

“At ten o’clock the enemy commenced a retrograde 
movement, and by two o’dlock in the afternoon he 
withdrew all his forces to Tacubaya, abandoned the 
two points he had occupied, and blew up the house of 
Mata, although some say it was set on fire from a 
bomb from Chapoltepee, 

‘Tt is believed that Generals Twi gs and Pierce 
directed the attack, and that they put in motion about 
8000 men. It is certain that the fire was more intense 
and brisk than at Churubusco,

Not coming back that night nor the 
next, inguiry and search were made, and on the fol- 
lowing Monday the unfortunate young man was dis- 
covered in the river not far from the garden. It is 
presumed he must have walked accidentally into the 
river in the dark, as he was sober at the time. The 
deceased was brother to Mr. Richard Yarworth, who 
was murdered at Piff’s Elm, near Cheltenham, about 
seven years since; as also to Mr, George Yarworth, 
who was killed by a waggon running over him some 
two years ago. The fate of the three brothers has 
elicited the commiseration of all who were acquainted 
with them.—Chellenham Examiner, 


IncenpiAry F'rres.—On Wednesday night 
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ing a crackling noise, as if some persons were attempt- 
ing to break into the mansion. He dressed himself as 
speedily as possible, and on going from his bedroom 
he discovered that the house was on fire, and that the 
flames were issuing from the drawing-room windows. 
Before any engines arrived the fire had gained such 
an ascendancy that all that could be done was to save 
the servants’ apartments. So great was the heat of 
the fire that, on looking over the ruins, the swords 
from the armoury were found blended together, and 
the books were one black mass. The building was in- 
sured for £5000, and the furniture for £4050. The 
mansion had lately been under repair, and the noble 
earl was expected in a few days from Staunton Harold. 


Fire aT THE WuHITTINTON CLUB.—Early on 
Friday morning last the range of premises known as 
the Whittington Club, in Gresham-street, were dis- 
covered on fire. The usual alarm was given, and in- 
telligence was despatched to the proper quarters for 
assistance. Not amoment was lost in setting the fire- 
engines to work, and there being an abundant supply 
of water, copious streams were scattered into the mid- 
dle of the flames, they having, however, in the in- 
terim, worked their way up the well-hole, and fired 
several rooms in the building. From the direction 
the fire travelled, it is clear that it originated cither in 
or close to the kitchen. In about two hours the fire 
was safely extinguished. The adjoining premises 
have received some damage, but principally by water.

Barnwell, Cambridge, and nearly the whole of the 
homestead was destroyed, consisting of a large barn 
filled with wheat and oats, a cart-shed, lee and 
several stacks. There appears to be very little doubt 
that it was the act of an incendiary.—On ‘Thursday 
evening, about eight o’clock, another alarm of fire 
was given, and it was ascertained that a haystack, in a 
field near the paper-mills, the property of Mr. Evans, 
had been set on fire and totally consumed. 


AccipEnT at A Rattway Viapuct.—From 
some cause or other the seventh arch of the stupendous 
stone viaduct now erecting over the river Wharfe, 
near Otley, fell with a tremendous crash on Tuesday 
week, when several workmen were upon it, the whole 
of whom were more or less injured. One young man, 
James Verity, of Otley, was killed on the spot; 
another young man, named Drake, was buried in the 
ruins, and expired soon after being got out. ‘Two or 
three others are a good deal injured, and two men had 
narrow escapes with their lives, by clinging to the 
sides of the adjoining arch. ‘The arch which fell was 
of very great height, and the crashing of the timber 
and the falling of the stones were heard at a great 
distance, 


THe Brrmincuam Murpers.—lIt is this 
week our painful duty so record one of the most appal- 
ling and tragical events that has ever ocewred in this 
locality—the murder of four fine children by their own 
mother, on Saturday last, in Cheapside, Birmingham. 
It appears that the wretched woman, whose name is 
aa ns Pane is a widow, and kept a small shop for

neighbours that Wilkes’s shop was not Open as usual, 
and up to eleven o’clock the shop still remained 
closed, At that hour a man named ddwards, who re- 
sides in the neighbourhood, in conjunction with other 
parties, determined upon ascertaining the cause, Ed- 
wards first pushed aside the window-shutter, and saw 
that the shop exhibited its usual appearance, He then 
procured a ladder, and entered throuch the bedroom 
window on the first floor, but saw nothing particular 
in the room. He was then urged by the parties outside 
to proceed further. He did so, and went up a few dark 
stairs, in a small room at the top of which he dis- 
covered the unfortunate woman lying on the floor with 
her throat cut, and at her side her eldest child, a boy 
about twelve years old, with his throat cut from ear to 
ear, Mr. Edwards then gave an alarm, on which a 
police-constable entered the house, and, on proceeding 
to the room which Mr. Edwards had just left, he found 
three other children lying in a pool of blood, with their 
throats also cut ina most frightful manner, It was 
then discovered that the unfortunate woman was still 
alive, and Mr, Archer, surgeon, having been imme- 
diately called in, bandaged her wounds and resorted 
to the usual meaus of prolonging life, and she sooa so 
far recovered as to be able to be removed to the 
Queen’s Hospital. In the course of the day the woman 
was Visited by her brother, of whom she inquired if he 
had seen.the children ; and on being informed by him

that he had, she made no further remark. She was 
also visited by the chaplain, with whom she conversed 
ra’ionally, and on that rev. gentleman observing that we 
lived in a world of trouble, or words to that effect, she 
became affected and much agitated. ‘There are three 
wounds in her throat, and the windpipe is partially 
cut, but unless inflammation should supervene, of 
which there are said to be no symptoms at present, she 
is expected to recover. "The utmost vigilance is feed 
to prevent her from removing the bandages, which she 
cudpavoured to. do when they were. first “placed round 
her throat by Mr, Archer, 


A coroner’s inquest has 
been held, and, after a long and patient investigation, 
returned a verdict of 


““Wilful murder against Ann 
Wilkes.” 


Destruction or CuartiLEy-1aLL.—Chart- 
ley-hall, the seatof Karl Ferrers, was entirely destroyed 
by fire, with the exception of the servants’ apartments, 
in the night of Monday last, together with the furni- 
ture, library, and armoury. The fire was discovered 
by Mr. Leadbetter, the butler, who was awoke by hear- 
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neighbourhood of Lisson-grove by a fire breaking out 
in the oil and colour premises of Mr. W. Girdlestone, 
of No, 68 in that place. It appeared that a store-room 
on the basement, filled with a miscellaneous stock, 
was burning most furiously. In a very brief period 
the London Establishment engines arrived, and, by 
the exertions of the firemen, the flames were soon 
extinguished. That was hardly completed before the 
counting-house, at the back part of the ground floor, 
was also found on fire. With the aid of buckets of 
water the fire in this compartment of the building was 
also got out. , The second fire commenced in a spot a 
floor higher, and quite separate from the store in which 
the first outbreak commenced. 'Toadd to the mystery 
of the affair, the firemen, on going into the first floor 
front, occupied by Mr. Thomas Burch, found a third 
fire burning. Having succeeded in getting that also 
extinguished, an inquiry was then instituted, with a 
view of learning how the outbreaks were occasioned. 
The result of the investigation gives nothing decisive. 


Fire at True Sourn Eastern RaAibway.— 
On Friday morning last great confusion was created 
in the vicinity of the Bricklayers’ Arms terminus by 
a general cry of “ Fire!’ Intelligence was promptly 
communicated to the fire-stations, and upon entering 
the premises the firemen founda temporary range of 
shops, about 300 feet long and nearly 40 feet wide, in 
one mass of flame. This place was filled with pitch, 
tar, oil, canvas, and other inflammable articles—one 
portion being used as a dressing-shop for tarpaulins, 
another part was the harness-makers’ workroom, and 
the third compartment was used as a storehouse for 
rough goods. It appears that shortly after the work- 
men had gone to breakfast a body of fire shot through 
the tarpaulin-shops, and, owing to the combustible 
character of the goods, made very rapid progress; 
and it was with great difficulty the vehicles and pockets 
of hops piled round the burning property could be re- 
moved. The flames were not extinguished until the 
entire range of sheds was levelled with the ground, and 
the stock in trade deposited therein consumed. The 
origin of the disaster is unknown, but it is supposed 
to have been caused by the boiling over of a copper of 
oil and pitch. 


STRANGE Suicipe or A YouNG BripE.— 
An inquest was held on Monday, at New-bridge Farm, 
in the parish of Huntspill, Bridgwater, on Mary Rip- 
ley, aged 27. Deceased was a person much respected, 
and her fate caused considerable sensation in the 
neighbourhood, from its having been supposed that 
she had drowned herself in consequence of a love 
affair, having been compelled, in marriage, to give her 
han@ without her heart. * Mr. Jeremiah Hawkins, a 
respectable farmer, made oath to the following effect:— 
The deceased was his wife’s sister, and had recently 
resided at Exeter, from which place he had recently 
received a letter from her expressing an intention to 
marry, and that she wished him.to be present, fixing 
Saturday last for celebrating the wedding ; that he 
accordingly went to Exeter, and was present, and gave 
her away to a Mr. George Ripley, after which she 
returned to his house, and nothing particular occurred 
during the day. She was rather cheerful, and, on 
their return at about ten o’clock, she took supper, and 
then went to bed with a Miss J. Jones, a governess in 
Mr. Hawkins’s family. On the following morning 
she appeared in a very low and melancholy state, and 
strangely hewildered ; he inquired the cause, when she 
said she was very ill, and never should be better, 
and she showed signs of aberration of mind, so as 
to cause some alarm, She was last seen from her 
bedroom window, when she spoke to a servant below, 
but in rather a confused manner. Soon after she was 
missed, and search was made for her in vain. At 
length it was suspected she had thrown herself into 
the river, and, after nearly three hours’ search, 
she was found drowned at the bottom of the Brue, 
about ten feet under the water. Some other evidence 
went to prove that some months since she had been in 
avery distracted state of mind, and the jury returned a 
verdict “That the said Mary Ripley drowned herself 
in a fit of temporary insanity.” 
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Mysterious DisAppEARANCE.—A gentle- 
man named Joseph Levis, nearly sixty years of age, 
disappeared from his house, 5, Woronzo-road, 
St. John’s-wood, on Sunday week, carrying with him 
his umbrella and prayer-book, and no tidings of him 
have yet been obtained by his distressed friends. 


EXTRAORDINARY CHILD-STEALING. — A 
young girl, named Emma Robinson, was tried at the 
quarter sessions, Chelmsford, for child-stealing. It 
appeared that the prosecutor, Mrs. Farr, a widow with 
five children, residing in Little Chapel-street, West- 
minster, met with the accused in July last, who was 
at that time a homeless wanderer. Although Mrs. 
Farr was herself in the greatest poverty, her goods 
having been distrained for rent, yet, with that kindness 
and charity which the poor often extend towards each 
other, she gave her ashare of her means, and the shelter 
of her humble roof. The return made by the youthful 
vagrant was to decamp, carrying off with her Rosetta 
Farr, the youngest child of her hostess, not more than 
three years of age. From that time to within a, few 
days no tidings had been obtained by the bereaved and 
distressed mother of her lost child. On the prisoner 
being asked for her defence, she seemed to be com- 
pletely bewildered, and made no reply. The chair- 
man sentenced her to seven years’ transportation. It 
is difficult to account for her wandering about the 
country with so young a child. She appeared not to 
have reached her thirteenth year. It cannot be ascer- 
tained whether she has any relatives. 


ConFLAGRATION AT ANDOVER BY A FIRE- 
BALLOON. — Shortly after seven o’clock on Friday 
evening an extensive fire took place at the farm of 
Mr. Francis Russell Loscombe, one of the board of 
guardians for the town of Andover. The fire was 
caused by a singular circumstance. It appears that a 
fire-balloon had been inflated by spirit at the house of 
Mr. Reynolds, a currier, for the purpose of amusing 
his son, which balloon was sent up at seven in the 
evening. At that time the wind was blowing strongly, 
and the balloon, in passing over the tower of the 
church, struck against one of the pinnacles. It then 
turned over, and became a heap of flames. In falling 
down it alighted on one of the barns upon Mr, Los- 
combe’s premises, which are situate within a few yards 
of the church. This building was soon on fire, and 
the flames extended with extraordinary rapidity to the 
adjoining stacks, owing to the violence of the wind. 
‘he flames were driven in the direction of a large 
rookery close to the farm, where several fine elms were 
set on fire and consumed. ‘The trees having com- 
menced burning, the rooks who inhabited their tops 
were soon discomfited, and flew about uttering the 
most discordant cries, many of them falling dead in 
the flames. The danger was at this time increased by 
the falling of the trees; but, fortunately, no lives were 
lost. By midnight the further progress of the confla- 
gation was checked, and, though occasional bursts 
of fire took place, no further damage was done. 


DespPERATE Arrempr at SuicipeE.— On 
Saturday morning last, at eleven o’clock, on West- 
minster-bridge, a respectably-dressed man, apparently 
between fifty and sixty years of age, was seen b 
several deliberately to scramble over the wooden pali- 
sading of the bridge at the fourth pier from the new 
Houses of Parliament, and instantly disappear. One or 
two pushed to the spot, and were shocked to see the 
unfortunate man struggling in the tide, and, to add to 
their horror, the Citizen steamer E, going up at the 
moment, appeared to have passed over him. At the 
moment he precipitated himself from the abutment, 
a fisherman, named John Wood, saw him, and instantly 
pulled to his assistance,—the crew of the steamer 
being unable to this, owing to the distance the up 
tide had floated him. Wood laid hold of him by the 
coat-collar ; but, the moment he did so, the man, 
whose life he was endeavouring to save at the risk of 
his own, bit his finger so violently that he was com- 
pelled to loose his hold, whilst the drowning man ex- 
claimed, ‘ Oh, let me go; let me go!” and appeared 
determined upon self-destruction. Two watermen, 
Charles Campbell and George Saunders, of Lambeth- 
pier, dashed off in their skiff, and arrived just in time 
to lay hold of the unfortunate gentleman as Wood 
had let him go; and, notwithstanding the desperate 
resistance he offered to their humane efforts, they 
succeeded, not without considerable risk to their own 
lives, in dragging him into their boat, and in a few 
minutes afterwards landed him at the steps of the 
bridge in a very exhausted state. A young man, 
named Joseph Orgill, who was at work in the new 
Houses of Parliament, having also seen the occurrence, 
ran round, from mere curiosity, to ascertain the fate 
of the unfortunate gentleman; he met him as he was 
being led up the steps by the aid of Campbell and a 
policeman, and then, to his great surprise and dismay, 
he discovered that the intended suicide was a very 
near relative. When brought to the hospital, Mr. 
Orgill stated that the gentleman’s name was Mr, Jones 
Cowlishaw ; that he was of the firm of John and James 
Cowlishaw, of Derby, railway carriage builders ; that 
he had been for some time engaged in business with 
Mr. Jackson and Mr. Burton, builders, and lived at 42, 
Bankside. While his clothes were being removed Mr. 
Cowlishaw appeared to be in a state of great mental 
despondency, and exclaimed once or twice, “Oh! I am 
a ruined man—I ama ruined man,’’ He had upon 
his persona valuable gold watch, a silver pencil-case, 
and a sum of money to the amount of £4. 19s. 9d. 
Though much exhausted from the length of time he 
was in the water, his life is not in danger; but his 


mental depression appears rather to increase than 
diminish, 


SuicipE or “ JoHN THE OsTLER.”—On 
Saturday morning last a man well known in the vici- 
nity of the Haymarket as “John the Ostler” was 
found suspended to a beam in Black Horse-court, 
Great Windmill-street, Haymarket, placed as a support 
to some houses. When discovered, the unfortunate 
man was cold and stiff, so that he must have been 
hanging some considerable time. The act was most 
determined, as, from the height at which the rope was 
fastened, he had to climb up to secure it. 


A Frearrut Botter Expiosion.—On the 
23rd inst. an inquest was held on the bodies of Jane 
Taylor, aged 14; Thomas Clegg, aged 11; Thomas 
Sutcliffe, aged 10; and John Leech, aged 56, whose 
deaths were caused by the bursting of a boiler on 
pea morning last, at a place known as the New 
Hay Mills, near Rochdale. It appeared that the 
premises in which the accident took place were occu- 
pied as a woollen manufactory. Both steam and water 
power were employed to drive the machinery. On 
Thursday morning, before the engine had been set in 
motion, the boiler exploded, and in an instant the 
whole of the premises were reduced to a heap of ruins. 
Five children immediately made their escape dread- 
fully scalded. As soon as the steam had in some 
degree evaporated, search was made, and another 
child was found in a recess, also much scalded. On 
proceeding a little further, John Leech, one of the de- 
ceased, was found in the fire-hole in the engine-house; 
he was much crushed and scalded, and was removed 
in a dying state. The boiler had been blown into a 
field about 250 yards from its original position, It 
completely ploughed up the field in the course of its 
transition. In addition to the four persons who have 
died, there are Edwin Clegg, Joseph Wolfendel, and 
Ann Platt, each about 16 years of age, so severely 
scalded, that not the slightest hope of their recovery 
is entertained ; John Belfield, a spinner, aged 42, is 
seriously injured, but expected to recover. Leech 
was a widower; he has left a large family of children. 
Belfield has a wife and six children. 


ALARMING Fir—E AND Mrracunous Es- 
CAPE.—On Monday evening, between the hours of 
six and seven, a fire, that at one time threatened the 
most disastrous consequences to life and property, 
broke out in the midst of a clump of houses, situate 
No. 6, Wood’s-place East, Upper Whitecross-street, 
St. Luke’s, in the tenure of several poor families. 
The flames commenced in the back room first floor, 
but from what agency could not be ascertained. At 
the time of the outbreak one of the lodgers, Mrs. 
Green, with her two children, was in the upper part 
of the building, and had it not been for the opportune 
discovery and the praiseworthy exertions of a neigh- 
bour, it is quite probable that a loss of life wonld have 
ensued, It appears that whilst the female was sitting 
in her room she experienced a strong smell of fire, 
and, upon going below to ascertain the cause, she 
found flames issuing from the first floor. Such was 
the fury of the fire that the poor woman was unable to 
return to her;apartments to get out her children. 
She, however, prevailed upon the party before spoken 
of, who rushed up stairs, and succeeded in rescuing 
the two children, but not before the hair on one of 
their heads was singed. The flames were happily 
confined to the premises in which they originated, 
but they were not extinguished until the whole of the 
families residing in the place had lost their furniture, 
wearing apparel, and other effects, thereby leaving 
them without a place to put their heads in for the 
night. A more abject scene of misery can scarcely 
be conceived; one poor woman, with’a child at her 
breast, and tears in her eyes, said that she had not 
only lost everything that she possessed, but also the 
work she had in the room belonging to her employers. 
Her escape was most miraculous, flames having 
caught her dress, and consumed nearly the whole of 
the back portion before she could get into the open air.

Among the feathers destined to enjoy fashion- 
able favour during the forthcoming season we 
have already noticed the imitations of the heron 
plume, made of cock’s-tail feathers. These imita- 
tions are brought to such perfection that many of 
them are not inferior in effect to the Persian heron 
plumes, which, notwithstanding their beauty, are 
objectionable, owing to their great liability to 
break. 

Marabouts, twisted spirally and spangled with 
gold or silver, (plumes worthy to adorn the head 
of a Danaé), are suitable ornaments for turbans 
and velvet dress hats, 

Coloured velvet is employed for trimming caps ; 
the most favourite hues are cerise, light green, 
blue, and amber. <A trimming composed of velvet 
of two colours tastefully blended has a very beau- 
tiful effect. Half caps of very fine black lace or 
blonde, ‘with short lappets, and trimmed with 
velvet flowers or bows of velvet, are worn in even- 
ing dress. A very elegant head-dress has recently 
been introduced by a fashionable Parisian milliner. 
It is a small hat, suitable for the opera or the 
theatres, and is called the “ petit bord d’Aumale.” 
The crown is composed of lace and the brim of 
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velvet. The front inclines downward, in the 
Mary Queen of Scot’s style, and is very much 
raised on either side, A long white ostrich feather 
waves round the crown and droops on the right 
side, Two small feathers, or tétes de plumes, are 
fixed under the brim. Another very becoming and 
elegant evening head-dress is a revived coiffure 
which was the rage in France during the latter part 
of the reign of Louis XVI. It received the not 
very euphonious name of ‘“ pouff,’’ because it was 
composed of puffings of light gauze or blonde. The 
petit pouffs, now made by the modistes of Paris, 
resemble in form those worn during the last cen- 
tury, but they are not always composed of trans- 
parent materials, but often of velvet or satin, 
ornamented with gold or silver. They are, in fact, 
merely demi-caps; but, instead of being made of 
blonde and trimmed with bougets, they consist of 
puffings or bows, finished with gold or silver fringe 
or tassels. Marabout feathers are often employed 
in trimming these head-dresses, which are very 
small, and should be worn a little on one side of 
the head. 

Drawn bonnets of satin, in rich autumnal colours, 
such as puce, royal blue, green, &c-, have been re- 
cently trimmed in a new style, consisting of a row 
of velvet pinked or cut in scallops, and set on in 
slight fulness between each drawing. Rows of 
black lace may be substituted for the velvet. The 
under trimming of these bonnets consists of tulle 
(black or white), with flowers or bows of ribbon.

It is not a good thing to be Tom’d or Bob’d, 
Jack’d or Jim’d, Sam’d or Ben’d, Natty’d or 
Batty’d, Neddy’d or Teddy’d, Will’d or Bill’d, 
Dick’d or Nick’d, Joe’d or Jerry’d as you will go 
through the world. And yet it is worse to have a 
Christian name that for its oddity shall be in every- 
body’s mouth when you are spoken of, as if it were 
pinned upon your back, or labelled upon your fore- 
head. Quintin Dick for example, which would 
have been still more unlucky if Mr. Dick had 
happened to have a cast in his eye. The Report 
on Parochial Registration contains a singular ex- 
ample of the inconvenience which may arise from 
giving a child an uncouth Christian name. A 
gentleman called Anketil Gray had occasion for a 
certificate of his baptism; it was known at what 
church he had been baptized, but on searching the 
register there no such name could be found: some 
mistake was presumed therefore not in the entry, 
but in the recollection of the parties, and many 
other registers were examined without ‘success. 
At length the first register was again recurred to, 
and then, upon a closer investigation, they found 
him entered as Miss Ann Kettle Grey. * * ‘J'ai 
été toujours fort éionné,”’ says Bayle, “ que les fumilles 
qui portent un nom odieur ow ridicule, ne le quittent 
pas.’

Sweet for one who has either a vinegar face, or 
a foxy complexion, Younghusband for an old 
bachelor, Merryweather for any one in November 
and February, a black spring, a cold summer, or a 
wet autumn. Goodenough tor a person no better 
than he should be: 'Toogood for any human creature, 
and Best for a subject who is perhaps too bad to be 
endured. Custom having given to every Christian 
name its alias, he always used either the baptismal 
name or its substitute as it happened to suit his 
fancy, careless of what others might'do, Thus he 
never called any woman Mary, though Mure he 
said being the sea was in many respects but too 
emblematic of the sex. It was better to use a 
synonyme of better omen, and Molly therefore was 
to be preferred as being soft. If he accosted a 
vixen of that name in her worst temper he mollyjied 
her. On the contrary, he never could be induced 
to substitute Sally for Sarah. Sally he said had a 
salacious sound, and moreover it reminded him of 
rovers, which women ought not to be. Martha he 
called Patty, because it came pat to the tongue. 
Dorothy remained Dorothy, because it was neither 
fitting that women should be made Dolls, nor Idols, 
Susan with him was always Sue, because women 
were to be sued, and Winifred Winny, because they 
were to be won.—“he: Doctor, vol. vii.

THE FUCHSIA TREE, 


Mr. Shepherd, the well-informed conservator 
of the Botanical Gardens at Liverpool, gives the 
following curious account of the introduction of 
that elegant little flowering shrub, the fuchsia, 
into our English greenhouses and parlour win- 
dows :—‘‘ Old Mr. Lee, a nurseryman and gar- 
dener, near London, well known fifty or sixty 
years ago, was one day showing his variegated 
treasures to a friend, who suddenly turned to him 
and declared, ‘ Well, you have not in your col- 
lection a prettier flower than I saw this morning 
at Wapping.’ ‘No! and, pray, what was this 
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TRIMMING FOR EVENING DRESS. 
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and the flowers hung in rows, like tassels, from 
the pendent branches—their colour, the richest 
crimson ; in the centre, a fold of deep purple,’ and 
so forth. Particular directions being demanded 
and given, Mr. Lee posted off to Wapping, where 
he at once perceived that the plant was new in 
this part of the world. He saw and admired. 
Entering the house he said, ‘My good woman, 
this is a nice plant ; I should like to buy it.’ * Ah, 
sir, I could not sell it for no money; for it was 
brought me from the West Indies by my husband. 
who has now left again; and I must keep it’ for 
hissake.’ ‘But I must have it.’ ‘No, sir!’ 
‘Here’ (emptying his pocket), ‘here are gold, 
silver, copper. (His stock was something more 
than eight guineas), ‘ Well-a-day, but this is a 
power of money, sure and sure.’ ‘ Tis yours, and 
the plant is mine; and, my good dame, you shall 
have one of the first young ones I rear to 
keep for your husband’s sake.’ ‘ Alack, alack.’ 
‘You shall, I say, by Jove.’ A coach was 
called, in which was safely deposited our florist, 
and his seemingly dear purchase, His first work 
was to pull off and utterly destroy every vestige of 
blossom and blossom-bud; it was divided into 
cuttings, which were forced into barkbeds and hot- 
beds, were redivided and subdivided, Every effort 
was used to multiply the plant. By the commence- 
ment of the next flowering season Mr. Lee was the 
delighted possessor of three hundred fuchsia plants, 
all giving promise of blossom, The two which 
opened first were removed into his show-house. 
A lady came. ‘Why, Mr. Lee, my dear Mr. Lee, 
where did you get this charming flower?’ ‘Hem! 
’tis a new thing, my lady; pretty, is it not? 
‘Pretty! ’tis lovely. Its price?’ ‘A guinea, 
Thank your ladyship.’” And one of the two plants 
stood proudly. in her ladyship’s boudoir. ‘My 
dear Charlotte ! where did you get?” &c. &c. ‘Oh! 
tis a new thing; I saw it at old Lee’s; pretty, is it 
not? ‘Pretty! ’tis beautiful! Its price? ‘A 
guinea: there was another left.’ The visitor’s 
horses smoked off to the suburb. A third flowering 
plant stood on the spot whence the first had been 
taken. The second guinea was paid, and the 
second chosen fuchsia adorned the drawing-room 
of her second ladyship. The scene was repeated 
as new comers saw and were attracted by the 
( beauty of the plant. New chariots flew to the 
5 gates of old Lee’s nursery-ground. Two fuchsias, 
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phonix like?” ‘Why, the plant was elegant; ’ young, graceful, and bursting into healthy flower, 


were constantly seen on 
the same spot in his re- 
pository. He neglected 
not to gladden the faithful 
sailor’s wife by the pro- 
mised gift; but, ere the 
flower season closed, 300 
golden guineas chinked 
in his purse, the produce 
of the single shrub of the 
widow of Wapping; the 
reward of the taste, de- 
cision, skill, and perseve- 
rance of Mr. Lee.’

Adventures in the South Seas. By Herman Mel- 
ville, author of ‘* Typee.”’ 

Escaping from his ‘indulgent captivity’ in the 
valley of T'ypee, our author joined the crew of the 
Julia, South Sea whaler, and continues the relation 
of his adventures from that point which closed his 
four months’ residence in the valley, related in a 
former volume. 

The chief characteristic of Mr. Melville’s nar- 
rative, is the absence of attempt. It is evident 
that he has noted down his recollections without 
anxiety as to the verbal garb in which they would 
appear. And hence the most pleasing results. 
Without immediately perceiving how, ‘we are 
affected by what we read. Every picture, every 
passage, comes out boldly and impresses us. ‘This 
is the charm of simplicity —— of spontaneous ex- 
pression ; where terms are secondary to ideas ; 
and, never taking their places upon the page but 
when ideas have suggested them, always take their 
right places, and carry a full, direct, and clear 
meaning, ; 

As for the contents, there is just so much of 
romance about them as permits us to indulge in 
the belief that, with all the interest of fiction, we 
are perusing facts. We do not mean by this to 
cast a doubt on the veracity of what is here set 
down—to hint a suspicion that the vraisemblance 

- is nothing more than semblance. We have faith in 
the narrative ; from which it is now time to extract 
some samples :— 

AN ENGLISHMAN TURNED SAVAGE. 

“ Soon after the canoe came alongside. In it were 
eight or ten natives, comely, vivacious-looking youths, 
all gesture and exclamation; the red feathers in their 
headbands perpetually nodding. With them also came 
astranger, arenegado from Christendom and humanity 
—a white man ina South Sea girdle, and tattooed in 
the face. A broad blue band stretched across his face 
from. car to ear, and on his forehead was the taper 
figure of a blue shark, nothing but fins from head to 
tail. 

“ Some of us gazed on this man with a feeling akin 
to horror, no ways abated when informed that he had 
voluntarily submitted to this embellishment of his 
countenance. What an impress! Far worse than 
Cain’s—/is was, perhaps, a wrinkle. or a freckle, which 
some of our modern cosmetics might have etlaced ; 
but the blue shark was a mark indelible, which all 
the waters of Abana and Phapa, rivers of Damascus, 
could never wash out. THe wasan Hogishman, Lem 
Hardy he called hiuself, who had deserted from a 
trading brig touching at the island for weod and water 
some ten years previous. dle had gone ashore as a 
sovereign power, armed with a musket and a bag of 
ammunition, and ready, if need were, to prosecute war 
on his own account. The country was divided by the 

hostile kings of several large valleys. With one of 
them, from whom he first received overtures, he 

. formed an alliance, and became what he now was, 
the military leader of the tribe, and war-god of the 
entire island. 

‘¢ His campaigns beat Napoleon’s. In one night 
attack, his invincible musket, backed by the light in- 
fantry of spears and javelins, vanquished two clans, 
and the next morning brought ali the others at the 
feet of his royal ally. 

“‘ Nor was the rise of his domestic fortunes at all 
behind the Corsican’s; three days aftcr landing, the 
exquisitely tattooed hand.of a princess was his; re- 
ceiving alone with the damsel, as her portion, one 
thousand fathoms of fine tappa, fifty double-braided 
mats of split grass, four hundred hogs, ten houses 
in different parts of her native valley, and the sacred 

rotection of an express edict of the Taboo, declaring 
fis person inviolable for ever, 

““Now, this man was settled for life, perfectly sa- 
tisfied with his circumstances, and feeling no desire 
to return to his friends. ‘Iriends,’ indeed, he .had 
none. He told me his history. Thrown upon the 
worlda foundling, his paternal origin was as much a 
mystery to himas the genealogy of Odin; and, scorned 
by everybody, he fled the parish j 
boy, and launched upon the sea, He had followed it 
for several years, a dog before the mast, and now he 
had thrown it up for ever. 

“ And, for the most part, it is just this sort of men 
—so many of whom are found among sailors—uncared 
for by asingle soul, without ties, reckless, and im- 
patient of the restraints of civilization, who are occa- 
sionally found quite at home upon the savage islands 
of the Pacifie. And, glancing at the hard lot in their 
own country, what marvel at their choice ?”

“ Bungs was a man after a bar-keeper’s own heart.

“Omoo,.” What we have quoted gives a fair in- 
sight into the style and quality of the adventures 
it narrates, 
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The Recreation, a Gift-Book for Young Readers. 
This is a well-judged volume, and, we doubt not, 
will find confirmation of our praise from old and 
young readers, though meant only for the latter. 
{t contains a great deal of various as well as useful 
information, and will, no doubt, find an extensive 
market. We subjoin an extract :— 

A LEOPARD HUNT. 

‘The dense jungle of Bengal was the place of the 
leopard’s resort, and the hayoe whieh it committed 
among the cattle was prodigious. It was dreaded far 
and near on this account by the natives, and they 
scrupulously avoided their spotted enemy, knowing 
well that, when his appetite was whetted with hunger, 
he was not over scrupulous whether his victims were 
beasts or men. On one occasion the monster made a 
dash upon a herd of beeves, and succeeded in carrying 
olf a large ox, and loud was the lament of the poor 
liindoos that one of the sacred herd had thus uncere- 
moniously been assailed and slaughtered before their 
eyes. A party of the Bengal native infantry, consist- 
ing of an oifficer and five others, having been informed 
of the circumstance, followed in the direction of the 
leopard’s den, determined, if possible, to punish him 
for this and the many other depredations he had com- 
mitted. Having come to an intervening ravine, they 
were about to cross it, when they saw the object of 
their search on the opposite side. ‘here he was, lying 
in his lair, heedless of danger, and luxuriously feeding 
on the carcass of his captive. It was the monster’s 
last meal, however. The party approached with 
stealthy steps as near as they could without crossing 
the defile. ‘Take youraim! Fire!’ cried the captain, 
in Hindostanee, we suppose, They did so, and four 
balls piereed the leopard, three in the neck, and one 
in amore dangerous place, through the brain. Startled 
by this unpleasant salute, tue animal rose, gazed with 
glaring eyes on its enemies, at the same time pawing 
the earth in its pain and fury. 

“The sepoys were astonished that he did not roll 
lifeless at their feet; but instead of this, before they 
had time to reload, the creature, after uttering a ter- 
rific cry, sprang across the ravine and seized one of 
its assailants, It must have been in some degree 
weakened by its wounds, but its strength was yet 
great, for the man seemed to have no power of resist- 
ance to its attack. The leopard, having a hold of the 
sepoy in its mouth, darted off in the direction of a 
jungle close at hand, the other soldiers following up as 
fast as they could, but not daring to fire, lest they 
should injure their luckless comrade. Sometimes they 
lost sight of the leopard and its bleeding burden, but 
the blood marks on the grass or on the sand enabled 
them to regain the trail, and to carry on the pursuit. 
The animal at length came to a small river; it hesitated 
for a little on the brink, and then leaped in, still tena- 
ciously retaining its prey. ‘Lhe stoppage thus occa- 
sioned enabled the pursuers to gain ground, and just 
after the leopard had emerged from the river, and was 
shaking its skin (this skin now before us) free from 
the watery drops, one of the party seized the auspicious 
moment and fired. ‘The beast dropped its prey at 
once, howled furiously, and then fell dead. ‘Yo their 
great surprise and joy, the soldiers found that their 
comrade was still in life, though he had fainted from 
fear, and_ from weakness occasioned by the loss of 
blood, Tle gradually recovered, and, under the stimu- 
latitg influence of a cup of brandy, was able to proceed 
home with his comrades. It was many weeks, how- 
ever, before he was fit for service, and he will retain

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leopard, by way of token what it would like to have

Christopher Wren and Nicholas Hawksmoor were 
the royal architects. And the eastern front, with 
the cupola room and west drawing-room, were 


added by King George I., from the designs of 


Kent. The north wing appears to have been a 
part of the original building. 

The whole structure is of brick, and consists of 
three courts, called the Clock Court, Prince’s 
Court, and Princess’s Court ; but is very irregular 
in point of architecture, and possesses but little 
of that grandeur which should characterize the re- 
sidence of a British monarch, 

King William took immediate possession of the 
palace after his purchase, and made it his princi- 
pal residence. From the following extract from 
the London Gazette of November 12, 1691, it ap- 
pears that it had nearly been destroyed by fire :— 

“Whitehall, Nov. 11. 

“Last night a fire happened in their Majesties’ 
Palace at Kensington, which burnt down the stone 
gallery, but was. happily stopped before it reached 
their Majesties’ apartments,” 

Queen Mary, during the absence of her royal 
consort in Ireland and on the Continent, constantly 
resided here. Queen Anne, although she had 
experienced some ' mortification in this palace 
during the preceding reign, frequently honoured 
it with her presence, And it was equally {a- 
voured by George I. and II, Queen Caroline, the 
excellent consort of George II., effected the most 
important alterations in the building and in the 
gardens ; and under her directions the principal 
embellishments were bestowed on the interior, 

All these sovereigns (with the exception of 
George I.) died in Kensington Palace. But it is 
more remarkable as having been the birthplace of 
her present Majesty, born on the 24th of May, 
A.D. 1819, eight months before the death of her 
father, the Duke of Kent.

ANECDOTE OF POPE PIUS IX, 

In the year 1824 the Abbate Mastai Ferretti joined 
the missions sent by the Papal Government to 
South America. During his passage from Val- 
paraiso to Lima a violent storm arose, and the 
vessel, fearfully tossed amidst the dangcrous 
rocks which border the coast, threatened to go to 
nieces. All on board gave themselves up for lost, 
At this critical juncture a boat appeared in sight ; 
it was manned by negroes, who, with considerable 
difficulty, succeeded in nearing the ship. The 
master of the boat immediately boarded the wrecked 
vessel, and, being a skilful pilot, he conducted 
her safely into the little harbour of Arica. This 
man was a poor mariner, named Vaco, who earned 
his livelihood by conveying little freights of mer- 
chandise from one part of the coast to another,

His dwelling-place was a fisherman’s hut on the 
seashore. ‘There the Abbate Ferretti visited him, 
and, as a token of gratitude, presented to his 
deliverer a purse containing a sum of money. On 
being raised to the dignity of Cardinal, Mastai did 
not forget poor Vaco, to whom he sent his portrait, 
accompanied by a handsome pecuniary present. 
With this money Vaco entered into trading specu- 
lations, and Heaven blessed the gift of gratitude. 
Vaco grew rich, and became an extensive dealer 
in saltpetre. On the spot where his little hut 
once stood he now occupies a large and handsome 
house. On hearing that Cardinal Ferretti was 
raised to the Papal chair, Vaco built a chapel, 
looking towards the sea, and in the little edifice 
hangs the portrait of the Holy Father, Pius IX.

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LAW AND POLICE. 
STEALING A LADY’S PURSE. 


William Adams, a well-known convicted thief, was 
brought up at the Mansion-house before the Lord 
Mayor, on Tuesday, charged with having robbed a 
lady of her purse, containing two sovercigns and five 
shillings.—Mary Ann Warin said: While I was yes- 
terday in the Custom-house Queen’s sale-room, at two 
o’clock, I felt a hand in my pocket, and seized the 
prisoner, who had drawn my purse from my pocket. 
He quickly passed it to another man, whom I could 
also have detained if I had had assistance from those 
around me, but nobody was disposed to interfere, and 
the fellow walked away. From the moment I gripped 
this man I held him fast.—The Lord Mayor: Iam 
very much surprised at your statement that nobody 
would give you help in the room. I should wish to 
hear an explanation of this—Miss Warin: If I had 
received help I could have stopped the man who had 
my money. Although there were several persons in 
the room, they allowed him to retire after a pretended 
search. I should know him anywhere. He just 
opened his waistcoat when the alarm was given, and 
said, ‘‘ I have been searched, and the gentlemen are 
satisfied that I have got nothing,” and away he walked. 
—Jordan, a reyenue officer and constable, said that 
he was called from the quay to take the prisoner 
into custody. There were twenty or thirty persons 
appointed to attend the sale-room, for the express 
purpose of protecting the public from the ingenuity of 
thieves.—The Lord Mayor: It would rather appear 
from the conduct of the persons in the room that they 
were disposed to assist the prisoner. Are those twenty 
or thirty persons who protect the room in this manner 
constables ?>—Jordan: No, but they are in the room to 
prevent robberies. I am a constable as well as a 
revenue officer, but I was not present at the time. Two 
or three other persons lost their purses yesterday in 
the sale-room.—The prisoner said: I assure your lord- 
ship the lady makes a mistake. My hand accidentally 
touched her, and she seized me and held me till [ was 
searched. Nobody could find anything about me, but 
she wouldn’t let go her grip.—The Lord Mayor: You 
are committed for trial. I wish the revenue constable 
would mention to the authorities that, if on sale days 
they kept a couple of City or metropolitan policemen 
on duty in the Queen’s sale-room, pickpockets would 
not gain admission. J*ellows of this description, if by 
any chance they should get in, would be speedily 
recognised and kicked out. It is most discreditable 
to the persons who were present when this lady was 
robbed that they declined to render her the assistance 
she required.—The prisoner was sent for trial at the 
Central Criminal Court. 


FOREIGN LOTTERIES—TAKE CARE OF 
YOUR MONEY. 

At the Mansion-house, on Tuesday, the Lord Mayor 
said he continued to receive from several parts of the 
country, letters from parties who seemed to be much 
annoyed by the attempts of foreign lottery-ofiice agents 
to induce them to buy shares. The following, dated 
“Paulton Vicarage, Bristol, Oct. 23,’’ was received by 
his lordship, while he was making some observations 
on the subject on Monday :— 

“© My Lord,—I forward you the enclosed papers, received by 
me from their various authors, written within a few days of 
each other. I send them to your lordship to show that, not- 
withstanding the public notice that has been taken of them, 
such applications continue to be made. 

“Tam, faithfully yours, 
* Henry MILWAnp, Clerk. 
“ The Right Hon. the Lord Mayor, 
Mansion-house, London.” 
His lordship could not see why the objections made by 
some of those who were interested in the speculation 
of the foreign lotteries to his interference with the 
success of their experiments upon English pockets 
should prevent him from repeating admonitions which, 
he was convinced, had already proved advantageous to 
the public. He sincerely hoped that people would 
take particular care of their money as regarded the 
making of fortunes in foreign lotteries; and he had 
the honour of receiving a communication from anoble- 
man which added considerably to his own long-exist- 
ing impressions upon the subject :— 
“ Maritimo, Dublin, Oct. 22, 1847. 

““My Lord Mayor,—I observe by the police reports that 
your lordship is desirous to save your fellow-citizens from the 
robberies so often committed by the advertising agents of 
foreign lotteries. I take the liberty to state a case in point as 
an additional warning to the unguarded, After receiving a 
number of letters from a person named ,of Frankfort, who 
states himself to be lottery agent to the Government of that 
free city, I requested my London bankers (the respectable 
house of Puget, Bainbridge, and Co.) to buy me two tickets, 
which they did, paying £20 for them in May, 1845. I thought 
no more on the subject, as the lottery was not to be drawn 
until October, same year. I left town for some time, and on 
my return in July I found a letter from Mr. , enclosing 
five tickets, which he said would be more advantageous than 
two. LIimmediately sent back three tickets, which he must 
have received in the beginning of August, two months before 
the drawing. I put by the two remaining tickets and thought 
no more about them, not even knowing their numbers. Some 
time in November, same year, I was surprised by a visit from 
Mr. ——, who told me he was come from Frankfort with good 
news for me, and asked to see my two tickets. I showed them 
to him, when he said that one was a prize of 125,000 florins, 
but that, having been inconvenienced by my delay in sending 
back the three tickets, he expected 1 would give him a liberal 
douceur. I asked him why he sent the tickets, and what he 
demanded. He said he would pay me five-eighths of the 
prize!! This vile imposition I would not submit to, so he 
went off, leaving me to seek redress where I might. I have 
now been two years at law. ‘The cause has been heard at 
Frankfort. The defence is the illegality of buying lottery 
tickets in England, and, though he don’t deny receiving back 
his three tickets, he calls on me to prove sending them, which 
of course I could not do. I find, however, that the tickets sent 
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to me were not those issued by the Government of Frankfort, 
but a fabrication of ——’s own, so that my lawyer at Vrank- 
fort advises me to compromise the matter as best I can. 
Hitherto, however, my sense of justice has urged me to ex- 
pose, if [ cannot punish, this barcfaced roguery. 
“ T have the honour to be, my Lord Mayor, 
“Your very faithful, humble servant, 
“ CLONCURRY.” 
The Lord Mayor thought it was unnecessary for 
him to say a word more upon the subject, the letter of 
Lord Cloncurry proving not only that the persons’‘who 
represented themselves as Government agents for 
foreign lotteries were determined, in the event of an 
English-purchased share being drawna prize, to plead 
the illegality of the purchase against the payment, but 
that the tickets sold in England, at any rate in some 
instances, were fabricated. 
_ JENNY LIND IN CUSTODY. 

A miserable-looking creature, who said her real name 
was Jenny Lind, but which, no doubt, she assumed, was 
placed at the bar, Clerkenwell, afew days ago, charged 
with being drunk and disorderly. It appeared that 
the prisoner on Thursday afterndon was in Bartholo- 
mew’s-lane, St. Luke’s, reeling drunk, followed by a 
crowd of boys, whilst she was roaring outat the highest 
pitch of her voice, ‘ Have you got a mother ?” (Hic- 
cough.) ‘Did your mother ever get drunk?” “ I’m 
Jenny Lind,” ‘The constable who took her turned 
her off twice, but she persisted in uttering discordant 
noises until she was locked up. She now looked very 
cold and downcast, and was very sorry for having so 
disgraced the celebrated name she bore.—Mr. Tyrwhitt: 
You have been locked up, which is sufficient punish- 
ment—get away.—Jenny then flew out of the court, 
very unlike a nightingale.
